Remarks 

Multiplexing data of a different protocol over a specific layer is in itself known, as can be 
seen in Cited Examples 1 through 3. Here, the question of which of the (about 1 to 3) layers to 
combine with data of what protocol (extremely varied) does not go beyond a matter of design for 
a person skilled in the art. Furthermore, using IP packets, the primary internet protocol packets, 
and best effort, is found to be one such combination.

It is found that including specific information in a packet or frame header and appending a 
CRC for the payload are well known commonly employed means in the field of 
telecommunication, which could be suitably selected by a person skilled in the art. 

Claims 3 and 4

Remarks 

It is found that making the payload variable-length is a well known commonly employed 
means in the field of telecommunication, which could be suitably selected by a person skilled in 
the art. Furthermore, suitably determining the size thereof does not go beyond the normal exercise 
of creative capabilities of a person skilled in the art. The fact that IP packets use a maximum of 
65536 bytes is a well known matter. 
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
